"Wet" Poll Shows Small Majority in 


Blackford County. 


Hartford City, Ind., April 5.—On the 


day before the local option election in 
Blackford county both the "wets" and 
the "drys" arc claiming victory. The 
poll of the "wets" indicates that they 
•will have a small majority. The fact 
that there is a larger city vote in this 
county than in most counties that have 
voted is one statement that the "wets" 
are .using to support their predictions 
o£ victory. 


The glassworkers here are expected 


to vote "wet" and since the business 
Interests of both this city and Montpe- 
lier are closely allied with the glass 
industry this feature ts cutting some 
figure in the trend of public opinion.

VOTING IN MICHIGAN. 


Option Elections in. Progress in 


ty-Seven Counties. 


Detroit, Mich., April 
5. — "Wet" or 


"dry" is the question of the hour xo- 
day in twenty-seven counties in the 
lower peninsula of Michigan, which are 
voting on local option. There are up- 
wards of one thousand saloons and 
fourteen breweries and wholesale liquor 
houses in these counties which will be 
driven out o£ business if the campaign 
of the Anti-Saloon league during the 
.last two months results in success in 
all of the counties. In addition to the 
vote on the liquor question the state 
ticket today is unusually long for a 
spring election. 


Confronted by the most ambitious 


campaign 
-which the 
Anti-Saloon 


league has ever undertaken against 
them in Michigan, the liquor interests 
have made a hard fight. Leaders on 
both sides professed confidence, but it 
was generally conceded that local op- 
tion was sure to carry in a number of 
the counties. 


Allegan. Berrien and Ottawa coun- 


ties include in their borders many of 
the Lake Michigan resorts, which are 
extensively patronized by people from 
Chicago and the south and west, and 
much interest has attached to the pos- 
sible effect on this summer business of 
the success of loca'. option. In vVash- 
tcnaw county is located the University 
of Michigan at Ann Arbor, and the 
"drys" have made much of the bene- 
ficial effect which they contended lo- 
cal option would have on its four thou- 
sand students. 


General Frank B. Kellogg, today filed 
his brief of fourteen hundred printed 
pages with tho clerk of tho United 
States circuit court of this city and 
commenced his argument, after two 
years of evidence taking in the gov- 
ernment's suit to dissolve the Stand- 
ard Oil corporation of New Jerssy 
for alleged violation of tho Sherman 
act. 
. 


The argument wns heard by the full 


circuit court bench, Judges Sanborn, 
Van Devanter, Hook and Adams. With 
Mr. Kellogg for the government wns 
Assistant Attorney Genera! C. M. Mor- 
rison, of Chicago, who will argue cer- 
tain phases of the case. The defense 
had half a score of counsel present. In- 
cluding 
its 
principal 
attorneys, 


Messrs. Wilburn, of New York; Hoscn- 
thal, of Chicago; Johnson, of Phila- 
delphia, and -Watson, of Plttsburg. 
The Importance of the case to lawyers 
and laymen alike resulted In a crowded 
court room. 


Reviews Trust's History. 


Mr. Kellogg commenced with a rath- 


er full review of the evidence taken 
by the government before discussing 
the law applicable to his ease. 
He 


told of the combination affected by 
John D. Rockefeller, William Rocke- 
feller and Henry' M. Plagler in 1879, 
conceived, he declared, to effect 3. mo- 
nopoly of the petroleum trade, both 
domestic and export. It was at this 
moment, according to the federal law- 
yer,'that the alleged illegal conspiracy 
to monopolize the oil trade of the 
country was conceived. Later, said 
Mr. Kellogg, Henry H. Rogers. John 
D. Archhold, Oliver II. Payne and 
Charles M. Pratt were taken into the 
conspiracy by the other defendants. 
To tell more clearly the story of 
'Standard Oil, Mr.-Kellogg divided the 
alleged'conspiracy into three' periods 
—the-1 first'from 1870 to 1S82, when 't 
•\vas;'"~he'7 said",""a" siriiple combination, 
acting in harmony with Its stock in- 
terest, pooled In the hands of three 
trustees. 
From 18S2, continued . Mr. 


Kellogg, to'1899 the defendant's inter- 
ests were- in the form of a trust con- 
trolled by -nine trustees. 
This trust, 


declared illegal by the Ohio courts, 
was liquidated and'from 1899 to'the 
present time said Mr. Kellogg, has 
taken the form-of a -holding corpora- 
tion, the Standard Oil • Company of 
New 
Jersey, 
controlling 
subsidiary 


corporations In alleged restraint of 
trade and otherwise. 


Grist of the Brief. 
-^ 


In the brief the history of the com- 


pany from its inception to the present 
time is reviewed, and the declaration 
is made that the testimony shows that 
the various defendants have from the 
first pursued a system of unfair com- 
petition against 
their 
competitors, 


whereby the independent 'companies 
selling and marketing petroleum have 
either been driven out of business or 
their business so restricted that the 
Standard Oil company has practically 
controlled the prices and monopolized 
the commerce in the products of pe- 
troleum in the United States. 


This system, it is contended, has tak.- 


en the form of price cutting in various 
localities, while keeping up high prices 
or raising them still higher in other 
localities where no competition exists; 
of paying, rebates to customers as a 
part of their system of price cutting; 
of obtaining secret information as to 
competitive business, largely through 
bribing railway employes and using 
their secret information to procure the 
countermanding ot orders of independ- 
ent producers, and to facilitate the 
price cutting policy; of the use of so- 
called independent companies, that is, 
companies held out by the Standard 
Oil companies as independent, which 
are engaged in price cutting, while the 
Standard Oil company maintains the 
price through its well known com-

steamer Admiral, on hoard of which 
he will continue his journey to the 
east African coast. 


Gav<? Wild Welcome. 


As soon as the Hamburg was sighted 


around .Capri the interest of the wait- 
ing crowds became intense. The peo 
pie had congregated at the docks and 
at various points in the city whence a 
view of the bay could be obtained anc 
when the Hamburg was identified, a 
general roar of welcome went up from 
thousands of throats.

shore to surround the incoming liner.

The city has since undertaken 
to enter into commercial lighting, but, 
as it Is impossible that thin should be 
profitable to the city, judslng from the 
experience of substantially all other 
municipalities. It is not believed that 
this effort on the part of the city will 
be permanently maintained.

•tudents7 upon this «ubject. and those 
•who have practical experience in elec- 
tric lighting now agree that munici- 
pal ownership of 
electric 
lighting 


plants Is disastrous to communities 'n 
•which it exists. They invite the In- 
vestment of private funds in lighting 
•plants, securing taxes in the Invest- 
ment of such funds, and cannot wisely 
afterwards enter into competition with 
Industries which they have encour- 
aged to come to them. I regard ,'t 
unfortunate that the city has engaged 
In this enterprise. 
We believe thut 


experience will at last determine that 
It must not continue the undertaking. 
Time alone can determine this ques- 
tion." 


Business Forecast Difficult.

Jones, to make a forecast of the earn- 
ings for the year 1900, this depending

All at once, and with a suddenness that was almost alarming, the agitation 


for municipal ownership gave way to negotiations for a long-tune contract with a 
private company to supply the city with light." 


Inasmuch as there was said to he already collected a fund of $80,000 where- 


with to tempt the taxpayers in the municipal ownership experiment in the light- 
.ing field, Lima's sudden attack of practical common sense—despite the politicians 
—lias excited much comment. 


It now transpires, according to Lima press articles, that there was something 


in the nature of a game of "bluff" attempted by certain Lima parties, worked 
against the lighting company in the guise of proposed municipal ownership. 


The $80,000 fund was made the "bogey" wherewith to scare the lighting com- 


pany into lower rates. 


It is not, on the whole, either a cligni fied or creditable performance for those 


Lima citizens who seem to have engaged in it, but the outcome is w o r t h Fort 
"Wayne's reading, if only as a warning. ' 


The Lima News says: 
"Fred C. Beam, auditor of the city of Lima, and the one city official against 


whom the opposition political party named no candidate a year ago, has sprung a 
genuine surprise in the electric light matter now before the city council. 


"Beam declares he will positively submit proof that it was not the intention 


of the council to build an electric plant. He makes' these statements in an open 
letter addressed to F. "W. Holmes, F. E. Harmon, T. A. 'Collins, E. P. Jones and W 
R. MeHaffey. 


"He declares that a year ago he was a 33d degree municipal light plant advo- 


cate and says ho was converted last July, when he so informed Mr. Frank W. 
Holmes, 'who plead with me for the sake of my future," says Beam, 'to stay in the 
municipal ownership ranks.' 


"Now he says his sworn duty will riot permit him to stand by and see $80,- 


000 of the city's funds burned up simply for the sake of trying to get something 
for nothing. 


"He risks his re-olcction on the stand he has taken." 
Auditor Beam evidently intends to make a clean breast of his knowledge of
